NEW YORK HARD HIT 


Foot of Snow Buries City, Ty­ 


ing Up Steam and 


Trolley Roads. 


STORM COVERS WHOLE COUNTRY 


Prom Far W est and Along Atlantic 


Coast Come Reports of Heavy Snow 


and Fierce Gales— Fears Eentertain- 


ed for Vessels at Sea. 


New York, Jan. 26.—Not since the 
blizzard of 1888 has New \o r k been 
¿o completely snowbound as it is to­ 
day. 
The city itself is lying under a 
foot of snow that in many places has 
been banked by the wind to a height 
of several feet. 
Surface travel early 
in the day was abandoned, overhead 
*ransit was irregular and slow and it 
remained for the underground roads 
to carry home, so far as they could 
reach within the city limits, the hun­ 
dreds of thousands of workers from 
the downtown districts. 
The entire coast line from the Dela­ 
ware capes north has been in the 
trrasp of the storm which, because of 
the heavy fail of snow, the intensity 
of cold and the force of the gale, has 
exceeded in severity anything ex p eri-; 
enced in years. 
Inland "from Maine, throughout the 
New England states, and the Middle 
A tlantic states, all reports indicate a 
most complete w inter tie-up. Far into 
the west there is snow and a rem ark­ 
ably low tem perature, while the ex­ 
trem e south seems to have escaped. 
Everywhere railroad traffic is de- j 
layed, reports of disasters to shipping 
are coming in, and with the rapidly j 
falling therm om eter much suffering 
roust ensue. 
So severe was the storm 
in this city that several persons were 
frozen to death or died from exhaus­ 
tion 
The hospitals, the police sta­ 
tions and the house of 
refuge are 
crowded to their full capacity. 
New York Central Tied Up. 
More than once police reserves were 
called out to take care of the crowds 
th at were struggling around the en­ 
trance 
to 
some 
belated 
ferryboat 
which was soon to attem pt another 
trip. 
Long before sundown the home­ 
ward bound workers learned that trol­ 
leys everyw here throughout M anhat­ 
tan had been abandoned, that cable 
cars were stalled in oiany place«, and 
th at for those who lived in the sub­ 
urbs nothing remained but to take up 
Quarters somewhere near at hand U 


they hoped *o return to work t .e fol­ 
lowing day. 
Soon aft f r 7 o'clock last night a bul 
letin was posted in the Grand Central 
station that no more trains were t*x 
pected to arrive over the New York 
Central road during the night. 
This 
notice referred to both local and ex­ 
press trains. 
On the New Haven system very few 
trains were dispatched, and those that 
arrived were from four to eight hours 
behind time. The Boston express, due 
to arrive at 4:1» p. in.. was reported 
stalled in a snowdrift at Rye 
Atlantic Liners Stormbound. 
Not a vessel of any kind has sailed 
from or arrived at this pout in more 
than 24 hours and at the port of Bos­ 
ton only one arrival 
was reported. 
Two i rans Atlantic liners, the Ryn- 
dam, carrying the mails, and the Nord 
America, have been unable to leave 
their piers. 
Seven other steamer», all 
scheduled to leave during the day, are 
still in i>ort. 
At Sandy Hook and Q uarantine the 
gale blew at 60 miles an hour and a 
num ber of vesse s are reported at an­ 
chor there. 
A dozes or more other 
steam ers now overdue have not been 
heard from.
